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City Police Department Achieves 
National CALEA Accreditation 


The Greenbelt Police Depart- 
ment’s effort to achieve national 
accreditation from the Commis- 
sion on Accreditation for Law 
Enforcement Agencies, Inc. (CA- 
LEA) was successfully culminated 
during final Commission hearings 
held November 18 in Reno, Nev. 
A proud Greenbelt delegation 
consisting of Mayor Judith Davis, 
City Manager Michael McLaugh- 
lin, Chief of Police James Craze, 
Police Captains James Craddock 
and Daniel O’Neil and Sergeant 
Carl Schinner completed the fi- 
nal hearing in the accreditation 
process that afternoon. They 
received the certificate of ac- 
creditation during an award cer- 
emony with nearly 100 other law 
enforcement agencies from across 
the country. 

The arduous process began 
early this year with planning 
activities by the city department 
staff, led by Schinner, a mock 
on-site evaluation in early May 
conducted by mock assessors

from the Maryland Police Ac- 
creditation Coalition (PAC). The 
formal on-site assessment of the 
department’s operations by CA- 
LEA took place when they vis- 
ited Greenbelt from August 5 
through 9. 

During the CALEA on-site 
assessment in August, the assess- 
ment team conducted a public 
hearing in council chambers to 
receive citizen and public agency 
comments on the department’s 
qualifications for accreditation as 
reported in the August 17 issue 
of the News Review. 

The CALEA on-site assessment 
team included Team Leader Chief 
Bradley Brown of the Hinsdale, 
Ill., Police Department; Lieutenant 
Sean Kelly of the Durham, N.H., 
Police Department; and Lieutenant 
Cheryl Ferreira (Ret.) of Cumber- 
land, R.I. During the team’s exit 
interview with Greenbelt officials, 
the assessment team noted that 
they would be recommending the 
Greenbelt department for accredi- 
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tation but reminded Craze and 
his staff that the final decision 
would be made by the CALEA 
commissioners at their November 
meeting in Reno. 

Following the CALEA on-site 
assessment, Greenbelt officials 
received the complete On-Site 
Assessment Report for the Po- 
lice Department which provided 
detailed findings from the assess- 
ment visit and their recommenda- 
tions to the Commission. 

The on-site team report noted, 
“This agency was found to be in 
compliance with all applicable 
standards, mandatory standards 
and 88 other than mandatory 
standards.” The report further 
cited the overall preparation car- 
ried out by the Greenbelt accredi- 
tation team. 

“This certainly speaks well of 
the agency’s preparation for the 
on-site evaluation and its overall 
compliance with the spirit as well

Greenbelt Department Works Hard. 
To Prepare for CALEA Accreditation 


Accreditation by the Com- 
mission on Accreditation for 
Law Enforcement Agencies, Inc. 
(CALEA) is no easy task to ac- 
complish. It required years of 
preparation by all members of 
the Greenbelt Police Department 
under the leadership of Chief 
James Craze and Accreditation 
Manager Sergeant Carl Schinner. 
It is not uncommon that police 
departments undergo multiple 
reviews before achieving accredi- 
tation. Many departments don’t 
bother trying. That the Greenbelt 
department achieved success on 
its first try 1s an accomplish- 
ment about which members of 
the department, the city manager, 
council and citizens of Greenbelt 
can be justifiably proud. 

Being accredited does not 
mean the department is perfect

in every way; it does mean that 
the department has complied with 
more than 300 required standards 
for operation set forth by CA- 
LEA and 88 other standards not 
mandated but desired. Further, 
the assessment team sent out by 
CALEA to examine the depart- 
ment, facilities and records failed 
to find non-compliance with any 
of the commission’s standards. 
Greenbelt was assessed as a “B” 
type agency with total personnel 
of 69. 

The assessment team was led 
by Bradley Bloom, the police 
chief of Hinsdale, Ill., a well-to- 
do western suburb of Chicago. 
Other members were Lieutenant 
Sean F. Kelly of the Durham, 
N.H., Police Department and 
Lieutenant Cheryl A. Ferreira, re- 
tired from the Brown University 


Department of Public Safety in 
Rhode Island. 

The assessment team began its 
review away from the city begin- 
ning the week of June 23. They 
reviewed 121 mail-out files and 
found them to be well organized 
and containing substantial proofs 
of compliance. Many files con- 
tained three years of documenta- 
tion. The team felt that this was 
particularly noteworthy since this 
was an initial accreditation on- 
site and surpassed what the team 
usually found on initial on-site 
reviews. The team found all the 
files to be compliant and did not 
return any for repair. 

On-Site 

On Saturday afternoon, August 

6 the team flew in to this area.

Top Stories of 2006 


Greenbelt Station 
Ongoing negotiations over plans for development of the South 
Core of the proposed Greenbelt Station complex were a frequent 
2006 city council topic. Plan changes favored by city council 


were enlargement of a common area to be dedicated to the city 
as a park upon annexation of the South Core and a resulting 
change in number of residential units. 

At a January 18 worksession council reviewed issues and 
agreed to pay $8.4 million for a connector road, with Council- 
member Rodney Roberts opposing. On January 23 council made 
recommendations on a much improved conceptual site plan to 


the county planning board, which approved it, and a preliminary 
plan subject to 65 conditions on February 2. The conditions ad- 
dressed most of the concerns of the county planning staff and 
Greenbelt and College Park. 

Detailed site plan for a townhouse and condominium devel- 
opment by Pulte Homes and an apartment complex by Fairfield 
were approved by council in April. The project will follow New 
Urban Design principles said to be pedestrian friendly with a 
mix of commercial and residential units. 

Annexation 

Greenbelt got a little bigger with the annexation of two land 

parcels totaling 162 acres. On January 12 a city annexation

Begin Mid-Month 

Greenbelt CARES’ winter 10- 
week GED courses begin on 
Tuesday, January 16 and end on 
Thursday, March 22. Registra- 
tion for the courses will be on 
Tuesday, January 16 from 10:30 
a.m. to 12:30 p.m. only. The 
first class of instruction will be 
held on Thursday, January 18. 

GED I is held from 10:30 a.m 
to 12:30 p.m. for students who 
need review of basic math (addi- 
tion, subtraction, multiplication, 
division, fractions, decimals, per- 
centages and word problems) and 
English grammar skills. 

GED II is held from 1 to 3 
p.m. for students who have suc- 
cessfully completed GED I and/or 
are ready to learn algebra and 
geometry, English literature and 
writing skills and prepare to take 
the GED test. 

GED courses are held every 
Tuesday and Thursday for 10 
weeks in the Municipal Building 
Conference Room, 25 Crescent 
Road. Students are required to 
show proof of residency (e.g. cur- 
rent lease, phone or electric bill, 
driver’s license or Motor Vehicle 
ID card). 

There is no charge for Green- 
belt residents to take either 
course. Non-Greenbelt residents 
are required to pay a $150 reg- 
istration fee. All students are 
required to purchase a copy of 
the GED textbook and a calcu- 
lator (available from Greenbelt 
CARES). 

Students do not have to be 
16 years old to take the GED 
courses. Students are eligible 
to take a GED pre-test given at 
Greenbelt CARES at no cost. 
The actual GED test is given by 
the State of Maryland. Students 
who are ready to take the test can 
obtain the application forms from 
Greenbelt CARES.

GAC Offers Marigolds 


Starting January 12 

Starting on Friday, January 12 
the Greenbelt Arts Center will 
present “The Effect of Gamma 
Rays on Man-in-the-Moon Mari- 
golds” by Paul Zindel, directed 
by Sheilah Crossley-Cox. This 
critically acclaimed drama is a 
realistic portrayal of the struggles 
of a family and life’s ability to 
sustain itself against great odds. 
Often compared to Tennessee 
Williams’ “The Glass Menag- 
erle,” it earned the Pulitzer Prize 
for Drama, an Obie Award and 
the New York Drama Critics 
Award. The play was produced 
Off Broadway and adapted into 
a film in 1972 starring Joanne 
Woodward, directed by Paul 
Newman. 

The show portrays an eccen- 
tric widow who is raising two 
daughters in an atmosphere of 
bitterness and over-protection 
that threatens their very growth 
and development. The title of 
the play comes from the mother’s 
anger at her daughter’s science 
project that encourages the ex- 
posure of marigolds to gamma 
rays. Her experiment shows how 
radiation sometimes kills grow- 
ing marigolds but sometimes it 
causes them to grow even more 
beautiful. 

This experiment becomes a 
metaphor for her own life as she 
struggles to bloom in a house- 
hold wrought with a troubled 
past. The cast includes Amiti- 
yah Elayne Hyman as Beatrice, 
Mary Miller as Ruth, Danielle 
Dernoga as Tillie, Judy Holland 
as Nanny and Heather Martin as 
Janice. All performances will be 
held at the Greenbelt Arts Center, 
123 Centerway.

“Deuterogenesis — A Photog- 
raphy Exhibition by Brian Trout” 
will run through January with 
an opening reception on Sunday, 
January 7 from 7 to 9 p.m. at the 
New Deal Café. This exhibit, co- 
sponsored by the Friends of New 
Deal Café Arts, was made possible 
in part by support from the Prince 
George’s Arts Council and Prince

Trout currently lives in the 
Baltimore-Washington area and 
works at NASA’s Goddard Space 
Flight Center. He grew up in the 
foothills of the Allegheny Moun- 
tains in Southwestern Pennsylva- 
nia where his views were shaped 
by the post-punk and hardcore 
music community. After graduat- 
ing, he moved to Pittsburgh and 
as an outlet for his creativity he 
worked on a series of projects 
culminating with manateeBound. 
com, an independent entertainment 
webzine. As principal writer and 
photographer, he honed his skills 
over the next three and a half 
years working with the likes of 
“Rocket From The Crypt,” Dave 
Grohl, “Cannibal Corpse,” “Fire- 
water,” “Melt-Banana” and others. 
This history shaped Trout and 
his works, several of his photo- 
graphs being originally published 
in manateeBound.

resolution added the 75-acre state- 
owned environmentally sensi- 
tive woodland area along Indian 
Creek west of Springhill Lake. 
The city now expects to have 
a stronger voice on future use 
of the land. On January 26 the 
86-acre South Core of Greenbelt 
Station was added after agree- 
ment with the developers on city 
financing assistance for public 
road improvements. The annexed 
land is to be developed with 
about 1,000 condominium apart- 
ment and townhouse units. 
Springhill Lake 

After a hiatus of nearly six 
months, consideration of the next 
critical step in the planning pro- 
cess for the redevelopment of 
Springhill Lake apartments did 
not resume until January. At 
that time AIMCO’s plans for the 
project called for 5,800 housing 
units, with 35 percent to be for- 
sale units. 

In the spring city planning 
staff and the Advisory Planning 
Board (APB) made divergent rec- 
ommendations to council on the 
preliminary plan of subdivision. 
APB recommended approval with 
conditions, while city staff urged 
strong opposition because AIM- 
CO failed to adequately address 
city concerns about school loca- 
tion and capacity issues, parkland 
dedication, environmental 1s- 
sues and transportation and pub- 
lic safety impacts. On May 22 
council unanimously opposed the 
preliminary plan and on May 25 
the Prince George’s County Plan- 
ning Board denied its approval 
based on inadequate public safety 
accommodation. 

After licking its wounds over 
summer AIMCO requested recon- 
sideration and renegotiated with 
the city. On November 27 the 
city council approved a modified 
preliminary plan contingent on 
AIMCO accepting 35 conditions 
addressing city’s concerns to 
which AIMCO representatives 
agreed. The preliminary plan 
is now to be considered by the 
County Planning Board on Janu- 
ary 11. 

Education Issues 

Much focus on education 
in Greenbelt in 2006 involved 
Greenbelt West. When Springhill 
Lake is redeveloped, the owners 
want to relocate the elementary 
school. At the same time, discus- 
sions are underway for rebuilding 
or renovating Greenbelt Middle 
School (GMS). Some suggest 
a new elementary and middle 
school on the GMS lot. Coun- 
cil believes new development at 
Greenbelt Station may require 
another elementary school. 

For the first time in years an 
elected county school board was 
sworn in in December, ending the 
service of two previous Greenbelt 
board members, Jose Morales and 
Abby Crowley. 

In December John Deasy, the 
new CEO, met with council and 
the Greenbelt Advisory Commit- 
tee on Education. He listened to 
issues about Greenbelt West and 
the previous board agreement not 
to transfer Greenbelt students out 
of Eleanor Roosevelt High School 
to alleviate crowding but made no 
commitments. 

New Post Office 

Greenbelt’s long-awaited new 
post office on Ora Glen Drive in 
Greenbelt East was introduced 
to residents in a grand opening 
ceremony on a hot August 27. 
Its groundbreaking ceremony, 
by contrast, had taken place in 
a blizzard. The new structure 
offers 1,700 post office boxes 


and a variety of automated fa- 
cilities. Acceding to the city’s 
request for continued service in 
the Roosevelt Center area, the 
postal service sponsored a mobile 
postal van three days a week, 
adjacent to the Municipal Build- 
ing. But starting on October 10, 
after every effort had failed to 
find a Center merchant willing to 
host a postal substation, the city 
itself opened such a service in its 
finance office. 
Skateboard Park 

After lengthy and frustrating 
delays, the city held a ground- 
breaking ceremony for the long- 
awaited skateboard park next to 
the Greenbelt Youth Center. To 
cost $250,000 with $200,000 to 
come from a county grant and 
$50,000 from a state Open Space 
grant, construction was under- 
taken by California Landscape 
Design of Upland, Calif. Almost 
completed by year’s end, the park 
has two in-ground skating bowls 
and ramps and angles to provide 
skateboarders of all skill levels 
with a myriad of opportunities 
and experiences. The park is to 
open early in 2007 with formal 
dedication to be held later. 

Two Votes 

On February 27, with two 
members absent, the Greenbelt 
City Council approved with con- 
ditions a detailed site plan by a 2 
to 1 vote. Subsequent questions 
challenged the validity of the act 
as the city charter requires or- 
dinances, resolutions, orders or 
votes to pass by the affirmative 
vote of a majority of the mem- 
bers elected (three votes). After 
the city solicitor found the char- 
ter confusing, council decided on 
March 13 to prepare a clarifying 
charter amendment to permit 2 to 
1 votes in some cases. 

After staff research and pro- 
posals on alternative solutions to 
the problem, council on August 
14 instructed staff to prepare a 
charter amendment permiting 
2 to | votes on “administrative 
matters.” A charter amendment 
resolution was introduced on 
September 11 but after opposition 
and concern as to what were un- 
important administrative matters 
it was tabled and then indefinitely 
postponed, leaving the matter in 
limbo. 

Clayton McCarl, Sr. Dies 

Dr. Clayton S. McCarl, Sr., 
77, dentist and Greenbelt pioneer, 
died October 3, 2006, of compli- 
cations brought on by Alzheimer’s 
Disease. 

The family moved to Green- 
belt in the late 1930s when Clay- 
ton’s father, James W., became 
the town’s sole dentist, beginning 
a Greenbelt institution which has 
lasted 70 years. Clayton and 
his brother James (deceased) be- 
came dentists, and now three of 
Clayton’s four children continue 
the tradition in their practice of 
dentistry and dental hygiene at 
the same location where their 
grandfather hung his shingle. 

Forest Preserve 

The Forest Preserve Task 
Force, created in 2004 along with 
the forest preserve, fulfilled its 
mission in 2006. ‘First meeting 
with council in a February work- 
session to review the progress 
of the task force, the final report 
was presented to council on Sep- 
tember 11 along with a draft of 
maintenance and management 
guidelines. The report suggested 
four additional parcels for inclu- 
sion into the preserve. Five other 
parcels were suggested for preser- 
vation through other means. The 
task force also recommended the 


formation of a Forest Preserve 
Advisory Committee to provide 
stewardship of the preserve. 
GAIL 

The Greenbelt Assistance in 
Living program (GAIL) broad- 
ly expanded services in 2006 
to city residents. On February 
22 Christal Batey, community 
resource advocate, announced 
three new services: the Pediatric 
Wellness program, designed to 
educate families on health topics; 
the Preferred Provider program, 
offering residents the services of 
RNs, LPNs, nursing assistants 
and aides at a discounted rate; 
and the Adaptable Equipment 
program, providing equipment for 
people with long-term and tem- 
porary disabilities to help them 
adjust their homes to their needs. 
In May, residents at least 60 
years old were offered counseling 
services on developing a budget 
and dealing with debt problems. 
The Preferred Provider program 
was offered on June 1. 

Intercounty Connector 

Optimism in January that re- 
lease of a 2,700-page environ- 
mental study would help to end 
the decades-long delay of con- 
struction of the proposed 18-mile 
long, six-lane Intercounty Con- 
nector (ICC) linking the I-270 
corridor with U.S. 1 was drained 
away as one delay followed an- 
other when public response times 
were continuously extended. Al- 
though the southern of the two 
proposed routes through Mont- 
gomery County was approved by 
the Federal Highway Administra- 
tion on May 27, the Audubon 
Naturalist Society, the Environ- 
mental Defense Fund and the 
Sierra Club filed their intention 
to sue the federal government, 
using the Clean Air Act to chal- 
lenge the air quality analysis in 
the ICC study. The deadline for 
filing was December 20. The 
City of Greenbelt and the Prince 
George’s County Council consis- 
tently opposed the ICC. But both 
Governor Robert Ehrlich and his 
newly elected successor, Martin 
O’Malley, supported it.

[as] its adherence to the philoso- 
phy of the accreditation standards 
and process.” Additionally the 
assessment team concluded that 
the agency greatly benefited from 
a well-trained accreditation man- 
ager (Schinner) and the support 
of neighboring accredited agen- 
cies as well as the Maryland 
PAC. 

“The assessment team was 
impressed with the professional 
demeanor and standards displayed 
by the men and women of this 
agency,’ noted the report. 

SRO Program 

One section of the assess- 
ment report called out the city’s 
School Resource Officer (SRO) 
program for its unique features 
and its positive impact on the 
community. The team noted that 
the Greenbelt department has ex- 
panded the duties of the SRO by 
including the teaching of Crimi- 
nal Justice classes at Eleanor 
Roosevelt High School. 

Since Greenbelt was a pioneer 
in offering such a program, be- 
ginning in 2002, and compared 
with other agencies the Greenbelt 
SRO program goes far beyond 
what other SRO programs do, 
the assessment team agreed to 
recommend the SRO program as 
exemplary. 

Schinner noted that CALEA 
has decided to include a feature 
story in its quarterly magazine 
on the Greenbelt SRO program. 
The issue is due out in February 
and the Greenbelt program is the 
only exemplary program from the 


CALEA 2006 assessments that 
will be featured. 

As part of the Greenbelt panel 
appearing before the CALEA 
judges at the hearing in Reno, 
Davis was asked by the judges, 
“How would the CALEA ac- 
creditation affect your city?” Her 
response was reflective of the 
Greenbelt Police Department’s 
own assessment that accredita- 
tion, based on national standards, 
would increase the efficiency 
of the department and make a 
“sood” department a “better” 
department. 

She also noted that the Green- 
belt force has the strong support 
of the council and residents of 
Greenbelt. McLaughlin agreed. 
He added that the city provides 
strong budgetary support for the 
department by way of an open 
budgetary process that has always 
enjoyed strong citizen support for 
the public safety portion of the 
city budget. 

These thoughts were also cap- 
tured in the CALEA on-site team 
report under the heading, Agency 
History and Description: “The 
agency has emerged from humble 
beginnings in 1938 to a modern, 
progressive, award-winning, full 
service agency of 54 (sworn) of- 
ficers and 15 support personnel 
with an annual budget of over 
eight (8) million dollars. Agency 
personnel indicate that the ac- 
creditation process has resulted 
in a rigorous retooling of policies 
and procedures which will make 
the agency even better.” 


Black History Events 


At Family Celebration 

A Family Day Celebration is 
planned on Saturday, January 13 
from 11 a.m. to 2 p.m. in the 
William G. McGowan Theater 
and Lobby at the National Ar- 
chives in College Park.

Through a vari- 
ety of hands-on activities, learn 
about the lives of these famous 
figures and the characteristics 
that made them leaders in the 
fight for civil rights. 

In “The Passion of an Ac- 
tivist” one can meet Freder- 
ick Douglass and find out why 
he was passionate about re- 
cruiting black soldiers for the 
Union Army to “end in a day 
the bondage of centuries.” One 
can sign enlistment documents 
to join the Massachusetts 54th 
Regiment. 

“The Power of the Pen” tells 
how Ida B. Wells courageously 
advocated civil rights and fought 
against lynching. Compose a 
poem about Wells’ legacy to 
show how powerful words are 
in the struggle for civil rights. 

In “The Road to Justice” 
Rosa Parks stood up for her 
right to be treated justly by 
refusing to stand up on a bus 
in Alabama. On a bus cutout 
participants can write something 
that they would stand up for 
and then place the cutout on the 
Road to Justice. 

The “Quilt of Dreams” exam- 
ines how Martin Luther King, 
Jr.’s dream for America is just 
as important today as it was 
when he composed it. Here, 
the activity is to draw one’s 
own dream for America and 
place it on the quilt of famous 
black leaders to help show how 
important dreams are to the civil 
rights movement. 

See the film “The March” at 
11:15 a.m., noon or 12:45 p.m. 
Produced by the U.S. Infor- 
mation Agency, the film high- 
lights the August 1963 March 
on Washington for Jobs and 
Freedom, revealing the wide 
participation and the sense of 
responsibility felt by both black 
and white citizens. The film 
includes scenes of preliminary 
planning in various cities, de- 
tails of Washington activities 
and climactic events at the Lin- 
coln Memorial, including Martin 
Luther King, Jr.’s “I Have a 
Dream” speech. This 1964 film, 
directed by James Blue, is 30 
minutes long.

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Craze met Bloom and Ferreira at 
the Marshall Baltimore-Washing- 
ton Airport. Schinner met Kelly 
at Washington/Dulles. The team 
was housed at the Marriott Court- 
yard in Greenbelt and a rental ve- 
hicle was provided for the team’s 
use. That night the team met to 
organize their review process. 

On Sunday Craze and the de- 
partment’s command staff joined 
the team for breakfast at the 
hotel. Afterward the team was es- 
corted to the police facility where 
it was met with “an impressive 
static display of equipment and 
highly motivated and profession- 
al-appearing staff,” the assess- 
ment team’s report said. Included 
were both marked and unmarked 
patrol vehicles, traffic units, K-9 
units, evidence collection units 
and an armored personnel carrier. 
Many of the city’s vehicles were 
found to be equipped with mobile 
computers. 

There followed a tour of the 
facility by Sergeant James Parker 
and Master Police Officer George 
Mathew including the commu- 
nications room, short-term and 
long-term evidence storage fa- 
cilities, records section and the 
booking and lock-up facilities. 
Thirteen department personnel 
presented the team with informa- 
tion concerning different aspects 
of the department’s operation. 

For the next three days until 
7 p.m. on Tuesday, August 8, the 
team reviewed the department’s 
files, using the training room next 
to the department’s administrative 
offices. 

On Monday afternoon the 
team underwent its panel review 
process for five hours. In that 
time 20 members of the depart- 
ment and several members of 
the city’s administrative staff 
including City Manager Michael 
McLaughlin and Mayor Pro Tem 
Rodney Roberts made presenta- 
tions to the assessment team 
who followed up with their ques- 
tions. “Each presenter was well 
prepared, organized and very 
knowledgeable . . .” the assess- 
ments team’s report said. Special 
commendations were given to 
Human Resources Director Con- 
nie Harris and Corporal Marie 
Parker for their informative and 
complimentary presentation on 
the department’s hiring process. 


On Tuesday Bloom accom- 
panied Greenbelt Officer Kel- 
ly Lawson and Corporal Marie 
Triesky on their patrol assign- 
ments. Lawson is a relatively 
new officer having begun with 
the department as a dispatcher. 
Triesky was recently promoted 
and transferred from investiga- 
tion to assist in the supervision 
of a patrol shift. “Both officers 
represented the community and 
the agency quite well,” the report 
concluded. 

That evening the team heard 
favorable testimony from inter- 
ested citizens, business repre- 
sentatives and representatives of 
neighboring police jurisdictions 
about the department. 

Exit Interview 

On Wednesday, August 9 the 
assessment team met for the 
last time with Craze, Schinner, 
McLaughlin and members of 
the department’s command staff. 
The team members summarized 
their observations and findings 
regarding the specific areas each 
one reviewed. “All assessors 
complimented the agency on its 
strengths and explained areas of 
concern the team had with com- 
pliance with particular standards,” 
according to the team’s report. 
The team’s preliminary findings 
were that the Greenbelt depart- 
ment was in compliance with 
313 mandatory standards and 88 
other than mandatory standards. 
It found that 33 standards were 
not applicable to the department 
because of its size and/or func- 
tion. While the team did not find 
the department noncompliant on 
any standards, it did return eight 
standards for applied discretion 
requiring repair or additional 
documentation and three files for 
additional file maintenance. 

At approximately 11:30 a.m. 
Craze and Schinner escorted the 
team back to the airport. 

While optimistic, based on the 
verbal statements of the asses- 
sors, the department was kept in 
suspense until final judgment was 
made in Reno on November 18. 
There the Greenbelt delegation 
received the happy news that the 
Greenbelt Police Department had, 
indeed, received accreditation 
from CALEA for meeting that 
agency’s high standards for law 
enforcement agencies.

Deasy Asks $1.67 Billion for FYO8 Budget 


On December 14 Superin- 
tendent of Schools John Deasy 
proposed a $1.67 billion operat- 
ing budget for Fiscal Year 2008 
— an 11.58 percent increase over 
the Fiscal Year 2007 budget (or 
almost $173 million) — to accel- 
erate the recent academic gains 
made by Prince George’s County 
public school students. 

Over the last three years Prince 
George’s County schools achieved 
the fastest rate of improvement 
on state assessment exams of 
any jurisdiction in Maryland. 
Proposed program improvements 
in the amount of $160.4 million 
would be focused on implement- 
ing the Children Come First 1ni- 
tiatives to accelerate academic 
gains and support other critical 
areas like technology for elemen- 
tary schools and special education 
K-12 services. 

“Providing funding for these 
initiatives is critical to our efforts 
to achieve school system goals, 
fulfill our mission to provide 
opportunities for every child to 
obtain a quality education and 
eliminate gaps in student achieve- 
ment,” Deasy said. 

Additional resources would 
allow the system to continue ef- 
fective programs and services, in- 
cluding maintaining or decreasing 
current class sizes and offering 


Other Funding 

State funding is estimated to 
increase by $128.4 million in 
FY08, including $29.7 million 
in Geographic Cost of Education 
Index (GCEI) funding in accor- 
dance with the provisions of the 
Maryland Education Articles. In 
order to ensure full funding of 
this budget and to provide full 
Bridge to Excellence Act funding, 
the governor would have to in- 
clude, and the General Assembly 
would have to approve, funding 
for the GCEI component in the 
FY08 state budget. 

If funding is not provided 
in the governor’s budget at the 
phase-in level indicated in the 
Maryland Education Articles, 
then the school board will have 
to adopt up to $29.7 million in 
spending reductions or identify 
other revenue sources. 

County contributions fund 
most of remaining amounts re- 
quired to support the proposed 
budget, reflecting an increase of 
$25.2 million in FYO8. Federal 
and board source revenues are 
projected to increase by a com- 
bined total of $700,000 next year 
and $18.6 million of the existing 
prior year fund balance is in- 
cluded to support programs and 
Services.
